So muche pleaſare it is to hurte, and ſo 
much pleaſure tooffende and to dꝛawe 
oute the bloude oftheirxr Biethꝛen. Nog 
b eaſtes fo; the moſt parte kyght not. but 
wha hunger, oz the care ef their pong⸗ 
linges do cauſe them torage. But what 
iniurp is there ſo light vnto chetſten ine, 
that ſemeth not a ſufficient and a mete 
cauſr and occaſponot warre?
